der what svbtle influence she may 
have upon men to inspire them to 
kill others. 
Why. knowing of her 


three killer husbands, av fourth 
should have souglrt her as his 
bride, is a mystery which she can- 
not attempt to explain.

shaken by sobs as she told her 
pitiful story. 
"I never intended it 


to be known," she declared. "No- 
body here knew that I had been 
married before I met Jim Mellarkj', 
or thatJ. had a daughter. - 
REFUSES TO REVEAL 
DAUGHTER'S XAME. 


"But I shan't tell her name!" she 


cried suddenly, wiping her eyes. 
'""he shall never know, if I ca7i help 
it, what disgrace I have suffered. 


"I was married to Jake, my little 


girl's father, in Spokane, Washing- 
ton, 
and I was, O, so happy. We 


could have remained happy, too. 
had It not been for my mother-in- 
law. My little girl was born three 
years after we were married, but 
Jake was away in Canada. Nagging 
by his mother had proved too much 
for him and he began to drink. 
Then he went away. 


"The next I heard of him, he 


had shot a man In a drunken fight. 
Later I heard that he had been 
sent to prison, but he got out on 
parole. The baby and I visited him 
in jail for a while, but the humilia- 
tion was too much, and I divorced 
him before he came back. He's still 
living around here some place. He 
ca. c to s e me when he --ad In the 
papers how I got sick and told on 
Bollinger." 


Mrs. Bollinger had stopped cry- 


ing by the time she came to the 
story of her marriage to Mellarky. 
"I marrle'd htm back in 1!)14, after 
I'd been divorced from Jake three 
years. I didn't kndw Jim v ^ a 
killer, although all his friends said 
he was pretty old and there seemed 
to be some mystery about him. 
After we were married, though. I 
found him out.' He was a fiend— 
drank heavily and was mean to my 
little girl. More than once he tried 
to make mo get rid of her. 


"One day Ji .'a mother got to 


talking about her wh'J - hair. 'Jim 
caused every white hair in my 
head,' she said. I asked her why, 
of course, nnd she told me that he 
had been out of jail only a short 
while—that 17 years before he had 
shot a man, been convicted of mur- 
der and paroled." 


The Mellarkey case is considered 


one of the most cold-blooded in the 
history of Nevada county crime. 
The Issue was 50 cents. Mellarky, 
according to the popular version, 
laid a "four-bit" piece on the bar 
of a Nevada county saloon. An 
itinerant musician picked It'up, re- 
fusing to return the coin to Mel- 
larky, who drew a revolver.
